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The after final amendment filed December 19, 2003 merely repeats the 
amendments filed June 4, 2002, namely, claim 21 was amended to recite that a vinyl 
chloride content is maintained in the reaction mixture at less than 15% by weight 
throughout the reaction . As stated in the Final rejection mailed October 12, 2003, this 
amendment, i.e., throughout the reaction, does not place the rejected claims outside of 
the Board's outstanding rejection because it does not add any new elements to claims 
21-29 that distinguish from the applied prior art. Specifically, the claim previously stated 
that the "vinyl chloride content is maintained in the reaction mixture at less than 15% by 
weight" before the amendment was made. Therefore, the instant amendments filed 
December 19, 2003 are not entered, claims 21-29 remain rejected for the reasons of 
record, and claims 1-20 are allowed.
